THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at The Town Hall 
in said Windham, on Tuesday, the Twelfth day of 
,March, next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To hear the reports of the Auditors, Agents, and 
other committees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
for the early payment of taxes, or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes. . 

6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the Tax Collector’s Deed. 


7. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial 
Day, and appoint a committee for same.

8. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairs of highways and bridges for the year 
ensuing, and make appropriations for same. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to apply for Town 
Road Aid for Class 5 roads. 


10. To see if the Town will vote for State Aid. 


11. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for sanding Class 5 roads. 


12. To see how much money the Town, will raise 
and appropriate for tar for Town roads. 


13. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for relief of needy persons, and Old Age 
Assistance. 


14. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Police Department. 


15. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Fire Department. 


16. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for post war work, as defined by 
Chapter ‘160 of the Sessions Laws of 1943. 

17. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used to purchase snow 
fence. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase a snow plow and 
wing. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to raise the pay of the highway workers, 
foremen and equipment, and take any action relating 
thereto. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used in procuring a suit- 
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able memorial for the Windham Veterans of World 
War 2 and, if voted in the affirmative, to appoint a 
committee to execute the same. 3 


21. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used for a Welcome Home 
celebration for Veterans of World War 2 and, if voted 
in the affirmative, to appoint a committee to execute 
the same. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue that 
section of Indian Rock Road, so) called, that ‘was not 
used after the present road was laid out, it being the 
section approximately 200! feet more or less each side 
of culvert near Windham Church. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $250.00 for the Library furnace. 


24. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize its agents to plow the road from the Derry 
line near Windham Depot to Route No. 28, and make 
an agreement with the Town of Derry regarding same. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the, 
Selectmen, to sell a parcel of land at the junction of 
Range Road and the Lowell Road, described as the 
Town sand pit. 


26. To see if the Town will approve an increase in 
the price of lots in the Plain and On The Hill Ceme- 
teries. 


27. By Cemetery Committee: To see if the Town 
will approve a new gateway in'the Cemetery on the 
Plains, opening from North Avenue into the pond road 
known as Ministerial Road; the gateway to have a rock 
pier on each side with a fitted wooden gate. If voted 
in the affirmative, to raise and appropriate money for 
same. 


28. By Cemetery Committee: To see if the Town 
will ratify the action of the Cemetery Committee in, 
the staking of new lots; also, accept the proposal for a 
Servicemen’s or Legion Lot as shown on the Proposal 
Plan. If voted in the affirmative, to raise and appropri- 
ate $100.00 for the improvement of a small portion of 
the lot this year. 


29. By Cemetery Committee: To see if the Town 
will vote to have the old Plan of the Plains cemetery 
replaced at a cost of approximately $50.00, if voted in 
the affirmative, to raise and appropriate this amount. 

30. To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Municipal Dump near the east side of the Town and, 
if voted in the affirmative, to raise and appropriate 
money for same. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to repair the Town Hall, or take any action 
thereto.

An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year, de- , 
stroying many thousands dollars worth of'property of 
all description. It costs many additional thousands of 
dollars and requires valuable man hours, taken from 
other essential work, to extinguish them. These losses 
affect the personal fortunes of the owners, and town 
and state economies. Everyone loses because of them. 

Analysis of fire causes reveals that fact that more 
than 98 percent of all forest fires are, consistently, the 
result of human carelessness and are preventable! 

We have been extremely fortunate during the past 
few years. Favorable fire weather and war time restric- 
tions on travel which kept people off the highways and 
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out of the woods have aided materially in reducing fire 
risks, keeping fires fewer and fire losses low. 

We now face changed conditions. People can travel 
freely. Their love for travel and the freedom of the 
woods will bring them out in ever increasing numbers. 
This will step up the fire'risks materially, The acceler- 
ated cutting of the war years has resulted in addition- 
al thousands of slash acres. These factors, combined 
with a possible dry season and human carelessness 
could easily produce a catastrophe. Everyone must, 
consequently, be on his guard. He should 

1. Be careful with fire or when smoking in or near 
woodlands. 

2. Cooperate with the local forest fire warden and 
his deputies by ae 

a. Abiding cheerfully with whatever restrictions it 
may be necessary to impose. They are intended only to 
be helpful. : 

b. Securing permits to burn debris when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 

c. Seeing that others comply with the require- 
ments. 

d. Promptly coming to the warden’s assistance 
when needed. 

If these few fundamental practices are followed it 
will be possible to PREVENT a large proportion of 
FOREST FIRES from starting — that PAYS!

ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 


The year started auspiciously with all regular teach- 
ers returning to their schools. Temporarily the position 
of music supervisor was vacant but Mrs. Frances Kelley 
of Salem was elected to this position. The serious acci- 
dent tc Miss Cashion in December rudely shattered our 
hopes for an uninterrupted year of progress.» The ser- 
iousness of the teacher shortage was quite forcibly 
brought to our attention. The number of substitutes 
who served for varying’ periods was so great that un- 
questionably the pupils were not able to progress at a 
normal rate. No effort was spared to find a competent 
‘teacher but health and family responsibilities were fac- 
tors which prevented substitutes from serving for a 
protracted period. The same situation was true on a 
state wide basis for schools in some sections were forc- 
ed to close. It is a situation that will probably continue 
to be a source of trouble for several years for the law of 
supply and demand is operative in the teacher field. 
With a short supply and large demand teacher vacan- 
cies on either a temporary or permanent basis will be 
hard to fill. The district is fortunate that it was able to 
retain the services of the regular teachers in the pres- 
ent situation. 

The shortage of supplies was not a serious handicap 
in but one respect. The paper shortage prohibited pub- 
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lishers from filling orders as promptly as usual. This. 


occasioned some handicaps in the reading progress of 
the elementary pupils. Fortunately this was the only 
phase of work that was obstructed by the short paper 
market. The quality of paper remained relatively con- 
stant as did the price. Present indications -are that the 
prices may advance because of increased labor costs. 


In view of this fact orders have been placed at the 


present market for July billing and delivery to protect 


the district. from this anticipated price advance. The 


placing of orders now for text book materials may 
eliminate or at least alleviate the situation asi regards 
delivery delays. 

The policy of text book purchases was continued. 
The arithmetic program is now complete. All grades 
are provided with modern arithmetic texts. Some sup- 
plementary reading materials were purchased. In addi- 
tion additional basic texts were added to our inventory 
so as to provide all with necessary text materials. 


The usual testing program was administered in the 
spring and fall. The results are such that the town may 
feel some elation over the progress your children are 
making scholastically. Reading, the most vital of the 
tool subjects, was well above the standard established 
on a nation wide basis.. Spelling is the only subject 
which revealed need of special emphasis. Several series 
of spelling texts have been secured for study to select 


one for adoption which will best fit the needs of pupils 


of ycur schools. Such an adoption will, it is hoped, 
remedy a situation that has been in existance for sev- 
eral years. 

Cleaning and minor repairs proceeded in the usual 
manner. This, policy in effect for several years past en- 
ables the board to keep the physical plant in good con- 
dition and at a peak of operational efficiency. 
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Budget 


The budget shows an incease of $635.40. Three items 
are responsible for this increase. Teachers salaries, 
high school tuition and a new item, teacher retirement. 


By amending the state teachers retirement bill in the 
last legislative session of the General Court, school 
districts were required to become a contributor to the 
funds of the state teachers retirement system. Two 
variables determine the amount assessed against the 
district. The assessment may be from 2 to 6% of the 
annual payroll of teacher members who are employed. 
The state of the funds determines the rate and the 
number of teachers who are members determines the 
principal to which the rate will be applied. 


Teachers salary increases are in line with the gen- 
eral policy throughout the state and nation. Teacher 
salaries as well as wages have not as yet reached the 
level that increased living costs require. A study of sai- 
ary levels indicates too that if we are to attract ana re- 
tain high type teachers we must pay salaries in line 
with those paid by similar and contiguous towns. 

High School tuition is again responsible for an in- 
crease. The state average instructional cost has in- 
creased in each of the last five years. The district’s 
liability for high school tuition is this state average 
figure. A study of these figures

reveals quite quickly why it has become necessary to 
increase this figure annually. Decreased estimates in 
other items cut down the amount of increase by $200 
so that the overall increase is $635.40. 
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Conclusion | 

That your schools have functioned as well as they 
have in the past year is due to the cooperation of sey- 
eral groups. Pupils, parents, teachers, and school 
board have cooperated with your superintendent in 
every way in his efforts to keep the schools operating 
at as high a level as possible. This cooperation makes 
easier the difficult tasks imposed by the general econ- 
omic and social conditions. It is deeply appreciated 
because it enables your superintendent to render great- 
er service to your schools than would otherwise be pos- 
sible. . 

The educational trends of the future will seemingly 
follow those of the immediate past. In the past few 
years the schools of the nation have assumed, due to 
pressures from interested groups, the obligation of 
rendering greater and more varied services to the chil- 
dren. At the present time the pressure, not too pro- 
nounced as yet, is for the inclusion of a more extensive 
and intensive program of physical education. The re- 
sults of examinations at induction centers have reveal- 
ed that a large portion of our youth have physical de- 
fects. The theory of a real program of physical educa- 
tion is to find remedial defects and apply corrective ex- 
ercises so as to enable boys and girls to reach physical 
maturity at the peak-of physical efficiency. Such a pro- 
gram may be a fact in the future. 

The acquisition of the land is still] not completed at 
the time of writing this report. The dee? with a com- 
plete word description and a plot plan has been for- 
warded to Mrs. Wason for her signature. Upon its re- 
turn the final details of the transaction can be complet- 
ed.
